Minnesota’s Holstein Show Breaks Records 


Over 300 Head with Fine Quality Among the Tops in Each Class 
By WM. A. PRESCOTT 


nection with the Minnesota State Fair, brought out 

a large percentage of the best Holsteins in the state 
as well as good representations from Wisconsin and 
Iowa. Considerably better than 300 head were on exhibi- 
tion, including Calf Club exhibits from 19 different coun- 
ties. The Aged Cow class of 42 head, is said to be the 
largest ever exhibited at this State Fair, and while of 
course there were some plain ones among the number, 
there were enough good ones so that some really credit- 
able individuals were outside the money. 

The judging was done by John B. Irwin, one of Minne- 
sota’s best known breeders and one of the pioneer Hol- 
stein men of the state, who did a thoroughly conscientious 
job, placing the animals as he saw them without regard 
for previous placings at other shows and by other judges, 
but his placings were sometimes rather hard for the ring- 
side to follow. Although fairly consistent in his selections 
of the first prize animals in most of the classes, there was 
a feeling expressed by the exhibitors and others around 
the ring that some of the good ones were overlooked. 
This might have been due to the large number of good 
ones that appeared in each class. He took plenty of time 
for his decisions and we believe that every placing was in

accordance with his own best judgment, whether or not 
we all agreed with him in every case. 


The Bulls 


All of the bull championships were won by J. D. Mc- 
Donald of West Salem, Wis. We understand that Mr. 
McDonald is associated with Mike Plaut & Co., of Illinois 
and his show herd is the same that was exhibited at 
Aurora in that name. His three-year-old bull that was 
first in class at Milwaukee, won the same honor at Minne- 
sota and was made senior champion, but lost the grand 
championship to the McDonald senior yearling, Plaut Har- 
court Creator, who will be remembered as junior cham- 
pion at both Aurora and Milwaukee. The three-year-old 
bull class was one of the strongest we have ever seen, 
with twelve entries, the first six all- qualifying as real show 
bulls. Theré was also a hot contest in the two-year-old 
class, which was won by a Tritomia bull from Fayette 
County, Iowa.

As has been mentioned, the aged cow class of 42 head 
was the largest ever seen at a Minnesota State Fair. In 
this class there were so many good ones of such varying 
types that there was a little dissatisfaction expressed re- 
garding a few of the cows that were outside the money, 
many. very good ones being crowded down below sixth 
place. For the blue and later for senior and grand cham- 
pion, Mr. #rwin selected a cow of the big square strong 
rugged type, which reminded the ringside of many cows of 
Mr. Irwin’s own breeding, although she was bred by her 
exhibitor, C. L. Spaulding of Warren, Minn., being a 
daughter of the Spaulding herd sire. There were other 
cows in the ring with more refinement and dairy tempera- 
ment, but perhaps none that more looked the part of a real 
long-time producer. 

Dr. Graham took his first blue of the show in the three- 
year-old class on a wonderfully uddered heifer. In the 
two-year-old class, Myrtle Himrum, a Calf Club girl fresh 
from her triumph as champion junior showman, won with 
the heifer that had won in her class and been reserve 
grand champion in the Calf Club competition. In the 
open class she won after a hard fight with Minnesota Hol- 
stein Co. and deserves a lot of credit for her placing in 
this strong class. 

The blues in the three younger heifer classes went to 
Spaulding, Iowana and Dr. Graham, the Grahamholm calf 
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being made junior champion. This is the same calf that 
was unplaced at Des Moines the week before on account 
of lameness. She had fully recovered from this, how. 
ever, and was the popular choice for honors given her, 4

The prize money in the individual classes was quite 
well divided, 39 different exhibitors from four different 
states winning a share of the money.

Although not winning a single blue in the individua} 
classes, Minnesota Holstein Co. was successful in winning 
first in four of the group classes. This was due to the 
fact that representatives of this herd were contenders for 
top money in almost every class and because of the uni- 
formity of their various groups. Grahamholm also de- 
serves special mention for winning second place in every 
group except Dairy Herd, in which they had no entry. 
The get of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, owned and 
exhibited by Minnesota Holstein Co., was outstanding, 
being made up of three very good cows and a fine three- 
year-old heifer. The same exhibitor also took first for

Ottawa Holstein Show a Record Breaker 


HE showing of Holsteins this year at the Central 
i Canada Exposition, Ottawa, marking the opening of 
the Class A circuit in Eastern ‘Canada far surpassed 
any previous show at this fair. In fact the livestock 
entries were so numerous that the fair management was 
overtaxed in its efforts to find housing accomodations 
for them and to provide suitable time and space for the 
judging. Quebec and Eastern Ontario rather dominated 
the show at the expense of the Western Ontario breeders 
who have usually monopolized the principal places in 
Canadian show rings heretofore. Sir Francy Mercena 
Burke, famous undefeated winner showing now in three- 
year-old form was grand champion male. He is owned 
by D. A. McPhee of Vankleek Hill, Ontario. This bull 
was junior champion at the National Dairy Show in 1923 
and was grand champion at the Canadian Royal and other 
leading shows last year in two-year-old form. He was 
All-American junior yearling in 1923 and All-American 
two-year-old in 1924. It is expected that this bull will be 
exhibited at the National Dairy Show at Indianapolis this 
year and match his quality against the best in the United 
States. Ontario and Quebec are both planning to send 
entries for the State Herd contest and the state that 
takes the blue ribbon away from them will need to put 
forth its best efforts:

BADING all dairy breeds by a substantial margin in

Fair last week was pronounced by all familiar with this 
ir as the best that has ever been held in its history. 
One hundred fifty-three Holsteins were shown and all were 
of good quality. Not in one class was it even apparent 
that any animal should have been left at home. All were

tay aeons st approach to the Holsteins were the Ayr- 
shires who had also the be-t show in the history of that 
preed. They had 110 animals out. The Guernsey breeders 
trailed the Jersey showing, having 86 and 85 respectively. 

The Holstein showing was made up of entries from 
three states. The Pinery Farms, Nims and Ona herds 
of Ohio, contributed a well balanced showing of thirty-five 
head. Springfield State Hospital had the largest individual 
showing with forty-five head in a special tent where the 
management put on a demonstration of what this herd 
was doing in the way of production and type. The Essex 
Farm herd owned by John M. Dennis & Son exhibited 
thirty-eight animals while H. E. Robertson of York, Pa., 
gent over fifteen good ones. Mountain View Farm, Ger- 
mantown, Md., had’ nineteen. 

Honors were quite well divided. Dennis took the two 
senior and grand championships, affording a surprise in 
the aged bull class when King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke, 
champion thus far, was beaten by the Dennis entry. An 
old favorite, Westview De Kol Walker, was senior and 
grand champion cow. The invaders from Ohio came back 
to take the two junior championships. The first prizes 
were well divided, although Springfield State Hospital by 
sheer force of numbers, winning one or two blues and 
some of the lower ribbons, managed to get the most money 
of any single exhibitor. Dennis and Mt. View followed, 
although the combined herds of Pinery, Nims and Ona 
Company in charge of Karl Nims, veteran show man, 
took away the most money of any of the exhibitors. 

As above mentioned, the Dennis entry was senior and 
grand champion. He is a newcomer in Holstein show 
competition and his win over King Pietertje Jewel Korn- 
dyke, not an unbeatable bull but a good one, by winning 
of grand championship at three shows thus far, was rather 
of an upset. Westview De Kol Walker, best of the aged 
cows, was rather expected to win and came through as 
per contract. The junior champion female was the same 
little heifer that won that honor in Ohio. Miss Aaggie 
Jewel showing in the senior heifer class sired by King 
Pietertje Jewel Korndyke was easily the best of the 
juniors. Karl Nims exhibited the junior champion bull, 
a yearling bred by Bell Farms and owned by Mr. Nims 
and G. L. Gates of Mesopotamia. These four champions 
are a very nice lot and illustrate quite effectively the 
quality of the Maryland show. 

Seven aged bulls faced- Judge R. E. Haeger in the first 
competition of the morning, when the Dennis bull, Sir 
Jamolsa Pontiac Segis, won out over King Pietertje Jewel 
Korndyke owned by Pinery Farms with Friend Piebe, an- 
other K. P. ‘O. P. soi owned by Karl Nims, in third place. 

Ruddy Robert Haeger tells us that Sir Jamolsa Pontiac 
Segis is a little cleaner in the head and neck, has a good 
shoulder and for that reason was put up over the Jewel 
bull. Sir Jamolsa Pontiac Segis is a very good bull. He 
lacks a little in flank and depth of chest, a fault perhaps 
which makes him seem a little bit leggy. He has a very 
good hip but there is a little knick in front of the tail 
setting that is not quite pleasing. King Pietertje Jewel 
Korndyke, when one gets back of his shoulders, is a little 
smoother. Both bulls are a little inclined to round out 
too much behind; but, of course, they are highly fitted 
and that fault is accentuated a bit. 


Only two bulls were shown in the two-year class and 
Mt. View’s great two-year-old son of Colantha Aaggie 
Clothilde was an easy winner. The bull was reserve All- 
American yearling last year and he has rounded out into 
a great two-year-old bull, one of the best of the circuit. 
In the yearling bull class only four were shown and an 
entry shown by Karl Nims and owned by himself and G. 
L. Gates of Mesopotamia, Ohio, was first. He later be- 
came junior champion. This bull was sired by Carnot,

out of May Fayne Susie Abbekerk. A son of Dutchland 
Creamelle Colantha Lad, a bull shown by Mt. View, stood 
second. In the senior bull class ten entries were shown 
and a son of King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke shown by 
Pinery Farms was first and Springfield State Hospital had 
second and third prize animals, two good bulls by S X 
Cornucopia Vale Korndyke. Karl Nims had an Ona bull 
in first place among the calves and Mt. View had a very 
fine son of Trebmal King Colantha, the best two-year-old 
bull in second place. Third place was occupied by a son 
of the grand champion bull, Sir Jamolsa Pontiac Segis. 

An exceptionally fine ring of aged cows, numbering 
nineteen, faced Judge Haeger after dinner. Westview De 
Kol Walker, milking heavily, thin in flesh, showed advan- 
tageously for top money. The thinness takes away the 
heavy shoulder. It brings out the capacity of the cow 
and really makes her a more beautiful show animal than 
in her previous appearance. A year ago last spring at the 
‘Dutchland Farms Dispersal, Mt. View Farms bought a 
daughter of Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lad. She was 
a bargain and was good enough to stand up second to 
Westview and to furnish her with real competition. This 
daughter of the Field bull shown by Mt. View Farms is 
a real milk cow and showed her ability by. winning the 
blue in the junior A. R. O. competition later. 

The three-year-olds were not so good a class, a daugh- 
ter of Ona Prince exhibited by Nims being first with the 
Pinery entry second. Among the two-year-olds Nims had 
a daughter of King Ona in first place. The Dennis en- 
tries were second, third and fourth in this class. Dennis 
came back with a fine top for the senior yearling class 
sired by none other than the grand champion bull, Sir 
Jamolsa Pontiac Segis. A daughter of S. X. Cornucopia 
Vale Korndyke shown by Springfield State Hospital took 
second and Dennis came back again for third and fourth. 
In the junior yearling class Springfield went up a notch, 
winning the blue and forced Pinery Farms to take second 
with a daughter of King Ona. 

Twenty-eight senior heifer calves faced the judge and 
out of this group came the junior champion, a daughter of 
King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke. Her twin sister was in 
third place and between them was another daughter -of 
King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke, giving three for that bull 
in the first three places. These were exceptionally fine 
heifer calves. There were ten junior heifer calves shown 
and another daughter of King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke 
out of Kismet Fayne of Valley View was first. Kismet 
Fayne of Valley View, by the way, could do no better than 
fourth in the aged cow class from which it will be seen 
by those familiar with show rings that the competition in 
that class was quite strong.

Nims had 
a well balanced group sired by Ona Prince in second 
piace and the get of S. X. King Pontiac Korndyke was 
third. Robertson’s very good get of King Piebe of York 
that in years past has been heard from in the show circuit 
was fourth and by combining forces Mt. View Farms and 
Dennis managed to get out get of Dutchland Creamelle 
Korndyke Lad that showed to good advantage for the next 
place. 

The twin sister of the junior champion helped her to 
win the produce of dam class, both being sired by King 
Pietertje Jewel Korndyke and out of Aaggie Bess of Sun- 
nyside. Springfield State Hospital had second, third and 
sixth with Nims fourth and Dennis fifth. 


Pinery’s calves won the breeder’s calf herd with Nims 
second and Mt. View third. This forced Springfield State 
Hospital down to the fourth place. As we said before, 
by sheer force of numbers they contended and contended 
until they forced themselves upon the attention of the 
judge. They had quality too and that gave them plenty of 
glory in the: show.

Holsteins at Michigan State Fair 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


7th and 8th, was disappointing in the matter of num- 

bers but was very pleasing in quality throughout. 
There were 127 animals brought out for competition in 
the open classes, a showing that numerically falls far 
short of maintaining Michigan standards as a’ Holstein 
state. With two complete show herds outside the state 
included in this total the number of Michigan cattle on 
exhibition left much to be desired. One reason for the 
small showing was the conflicting dates with the West 
Michigan State Fair at Grand Rapids and another was 
the fact that no provision was made for county herds 
at this fair. While the county herd classes always bring 
out a number of animals that fail to measure up to State 
Fair quality, they do add numbers to the show and are 
proving very helpful as an educational- force toward 
better livestock. 

As indicated in the preliminary announcement last 
week Pabst Holstein Farms, Oconomowoc, Wisconsin; 
Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa; J. B. Jones, Romeo, 
Michigan; Lakefield Farms, Clarkston, Michigan; Detroit 
Creamery Farms, Mt. Clemens, Michigan and E. M. Bayne, 
Romeo, Michigan were the principal competitors. Pabst 
Holstein Farms made rather the best showing with both 
grand champions and with a total of eight blue ribbons, 
including get of sire and aged herd. Hargrove & Arnold 
also had eight blue ribbons with one junior championship 
and we understand won the largest total amount of prize 
money. J. B. Jones had four blues including the senior

champion cow and the reserve junior champion heifer. 
Lakefield Farms took first on their new junior herd sire, a 
son of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes.

in any show. King Piebe 38th, another buM which has 
been well up right along in the junior yearling class, won 
for Hargrove & Arnold, followed by a son of Count Vee- 
man Segis Piebe from Lakefield in second place and 
Pabst Persistency, the son of Creator, sold to F. B. Ainger, 
Jr., in the recent National Sale in third place. Lakefield 
Farms won the bull calf class with their junior herd sire, 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 34th, as previously mentioned and 
he was awarded a ribbon as reserve junior champion.

Female Classes 


The class for aged cows, four years or over, brought 
out the second largest number of the entire show and 
Judge Haeger declared that the seven top cows would out- 
rank any seven tops he has seen thus far this year.

She is 11 years old but carries 
the bloom of youth with specially good udder attachment 
and rump. The second prize cow, Pioneer Gift Toitilla, a 
Canadian bred animal was showing dry. The class of the 
show is indicated by the statement that Lady Boerinhurst 
Pontiac, second prize aged cow at Wisconsin, could do no 
better than seventh here. Pabst, however,.did very well 
with the rest of the female classes winning the three-year- 
old and milking 2-year-old classes rather handily with 
daughters of Creator while a daughter of “Burton” out of 
a daughter of Creator, led the dry two-year-old class. 
Triune Piebe Fobes, last years’ first prize calf at the Na- 
tional headed the senior yearlings. The junior yearlings, 
of course, were the center of interest with Pabst Ameri- 
can Beauty going through to her third success as a junior 
champion and her second popular grand championship.

The Groups 


The group classes were divided between Pabst Hol- 
stein Farms and Hargrove & Arnold, the former winning 
the coveted get of sire prize with the offspring of Creator 
and also the aged herd while Hargrove & Arnold carried 
away the blue for Breeder’s young herd and calf herd and 
ranked first, second and third in produce of dam. The 
six entries in the get of sire class made an excellent 
appearance with Triune and K. P. O. P. gets, giving the 
Creator bunch a real fight for top honors while the Am- 
bassador Fobes and Prilly gets would have been outstand- 
ing winners at almost any show a few years ago. Ad- 
vanced registry classes covered both long-time and short- 
time records. The animals were merely required to have 
produced above certain minimum requirements for butter- 
fat and were then placed on the basis of price alone. For 
some reason not much interest ever attaches to the ad-’ 
vanced registry classification.

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A Serious Charge 

OARD’S DAIRYMAN, publishes a “reader’s editorial,” 
H the authorship not stated, charging the breed Asso- 

ciations with responsibility for the depression in the 
purebred business that has been felt for the past several 
years. The writer states that there is the same need for 
improved blood as there always has been—and the same 
difference in the production of purebreds or high grades 
and the ordinary cow that has existed for years. He 
argues that, as good grade cows are bringing practically 
as much as they ever did, the trouble with purebred prices 
must therefore lie with the management of the purebred 
business. He squarely raises the question if it is not the 
breed associations that have lapsed and slumped, rather 
than business conditions. 


We cannot agree with this analysis. We do not believe 
it is possible for an industry to lift itself up from the 
top~-by its own bootstraps, if you please. If success 
comes from a favorable state of mind, as the writer quite 
convincingly contends, then we would like to inquire as 
to whether or not the state of the pocket book has not 
more influence on the state of mind than the most logical 
and persuasive argument. In the absence of ready cash— 
and that has not been an uncommon condition by any 
means during the past four years—a farmer is going to 
think mighty seriously before going into debt to embark 
in the business of breeding purebred cattle, no matter 
how logical the arguments presented. He is going to go 
into dairying in many cases as a matter of self preserva- 
fion, but he is going to start with grade cattle because 
he knows he can get reasonably good producers at a lower 
investment. Isn’t that the real reason why grade dairy 
cow prices have held up so well, comparatively, rather 
than any shortcomings of the purebred Registry Associa- 
tions? We think so. 

We believe in extension work. We believe it has been 
of benefit to the Holstein industry—that it has helped the 
morale of breeders and hastened the return of better 
times. Conditions outside the industry and outside the 
control of any breeders’ organization, however, set rather 
definite limits on the results extension effort can accom- 


_ plish. We refer to such things as dairy markets, crop 


conditions, and the financial condition of the farmers 
generally. 

Good will is essential, as the writer of the article in 
question points out, and we are for developing it in every 
way possible. But we are unable to visualize the details 
of a system of good will promotion that can sweep general 
economic conditions aside and put the Holstein market 
back on the plane it occupied during war boom times. 
' Perhaps we lack vision—but on the other hand the man

Publicity Value of Showing 


.regularly showing their cattle at fairs and the num- 

ber that take their show herds out year after year 
is very convincing evidence of the benefits that come to 
the individual breeders from this practice. Almost every 
important show of the year is setting the new high marks 
for Holstein interest. Part of this growth is, no doubt, 
due to the liberal attitude of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America in offering additional prize money at 
the more important shows but the principal reason, we 
are convinced, is a growing appreciation of the publicity 
value of the. show ring. A breeder can use up all of the 
adjectives in the book describing the superior type of his 
cattle but until he takes them out into public competition 
with other herds his statements merely represent his own 
opinions. A few winnings in hot competition carry the 
weight of disinterested and expert judgment upon the 
merits of your animals. 

If we may be pardoned for handing out a few bouquets 
we would call attention to the important part which the 
breed and agricultural press plays in the matter of pub- 
licity value from the show ring. During the month of 
September and running over into October, our news 
columns are largely devoted to the results of the ieading 
Holstein shows. The farm and dairy papers generally, 
likewise, devote considerable space to the details of the 
fair awards. Without this detailed attention by the agri- 
cultural and breed press the fact of your winning im- 
portant prizes at the big shows would be known only to 
the comparatively small number of interested people that 
were in attendance at the shows where you exhibited. As 
it is, the facts are given nation-wide publicity and atten- 
tion given to the subject in the press helps to foster 
interest and appreciation on the part of the public. 

Exhibitors at our large shows could do much to im- 
prove the value of their exhibits from the standpoint of 
their appeal to the general public from a breed standpoint 
and also. from their own personal interest. We do not 
refer so much to the fitting of the animals which is of 
course recognized as a necessary part of bringing out 
winning exhibits. We do refer.to the matter of appoint- 
ments and dress of the attendants. If every man leading 
an animal in the ring was neatly dressed in a white suit 
or other attractive uniform the impression upon the 
casual visitor at the fair would raise the Holstein indus- 
try upon a higher plane in his estimation. If the uniform 
carries the name of the farm the personal publicity value 
is just that much greater, particularly with herds that 
are placing animals among the leaders.

County Herds 


A development of the county herd idea has played no 
small part in the growth of our important Holstein shows. 
The principal objection to the county herd idea is that 
it usually brings out a number of animals that detract 
from the appearance of the show. We believe, however, 
that this objection is overbalanced by the added intertést 
in the show from different sections of the state and by 
the educational value to the small exhibitors who would 
not be able to send their animals out into State Fair 
competition in any other way. This grouping of exhibits 


‘in the county helps take care of the labor proposition 


which would be prohibitive in the case of many individ- 
uals. 

The objectionable features are usually more apparent 
in the early years of operation of this plan. This has 
been particularly noticeable in Wisconsin where the 
county herd system has probably been developed to 
greater extent than in any other state. It has been a 
matter of development through a period of years. Last 
year. great effort was put forth by the State Association 
to induce counties to come out that had never before 
been represented at the State Fair. The numbers broke 
all previous records but it was commented at the time 
that if a hundred head of the poorer animals at the show 
had been eliminated it would have been a better Holstein 
exhibit. This year, we understand, much less effort was 
put forth but the numbers in both individual entries and 
county herds increased over last year and the quality 
appears to us to have been much more even. New York 
State shows a similar increase in this respect. Minne- 
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of vision must guard against crossing the dividing line 
















































sota had a record-breaking entry list last week and a 
record-breaking county herd contest but some of the 
counties, we imagine, will pick their herds a lot more in- 
telligently next year than was the case for this show. 


We believe Wisconsin has the right idea in awarding 
money for the county herd contests. They divide it into 
two parts, one purse being awarded on the basis of their 
rank in the show while the other purse is really a freight 
subsidy, the amounts paid depending upon the distances 
from the county to Milwaukee. The idea of county herds 
has been so thoroughly developed in Wisconsin that sev- 
eral of them are taking out their herds over the big line 
circuits in other states. 


. Production Too 


HERE is plenty of evidence from the shows held thus 
T far that our breeders are making progress in the 

matter of combining type and production. A few 
instances will serve to illustrate this point. Creator, the 
senior herd sire of Pabst Holstein Farms, has long been 
recognized as an outstanding sire of production. This 
year the Pabst people are out to demonstrate that they 
have type as well as production and the Creator daugh- 
ters have proved to be sensational winners wherever they 
have been shown thus far. Perhaps the most desirable 
prize from the standpoint of the breeder is the award for 
get of sire and the Creator group has won the blue ribbon 
in this class at Wisconsin, Michigan and Central States 
Exposition which is as far as they have gone on the cir- 
cuit at this writing. A yearling daughter has proven to 
be the real sensation of the season thus far and his milk- 
ing daughters have been consistent winners in the tw®- 
and three-year-old classes. The K. P. O. P. show herd 
again, as it has for years, also illustrated a pleasing com- 
bination of production and type, King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe himself, being from a 1,389-lb. dam and for some 
time having held the highest average of the breed for two 
nearest dams. “Many of his choicest offspring are from 
high-record dams. The famous prize winners from the 
Jefferson County Asylum are largely sired by Dutchland 
Creamelle Denver Prince whose dam is a 1,300-lb. cow. 
At Michigan State Fair the first and second prize aged 
cows, both from the herd of J. B. Jones and one of which 
was senior champion of the show, both had records of 
over 1,000 lbs. butter. An even more striking illustration 
is furnished by the Ottawa and Toronto shows in Canada, 
at both of which the grand championship for females was 
won by Countess Abbekerk Hiemke, not only a 30,000-lb. 
and 1,000-Ib. fat producer but the North American cham- 
pion of the Holstein breed on three-time milking. 


Even though some may feel that too much emphasis 
is placed upon type we believe there is quite a general 
realization among breeders that production is absolutely 
fundamental; that we must have. production if we are to 
live as a breed; but also that we must have type if we 
are going to market out animals with any degree of suc- 
cess. The shows of the year are furnishing new evidence 
right along that type and production can be successfully 
combined. :

COW TESTING ASSOCIATION 
RECORDS ARE ACCURATE 


Yearly milk and ‘butterfat produc- 
tion as determined in cow testing as- 
sociations by weighing and testing 
one day’s production each month is 
accurate within a very small per cent, 
says the United States Department of 
Agriculture. To determine the 
accuracy of the cow testing associa- 
tion method of calculating yearly 
production, the department made a 
study of the actual yearly production 
records of 70 cows of the Minnesota 
Experiment Station. These Minne- 
sota records gave the production of 
milk and butterfat for each milking 
throughout the year. 

By systematically picking out the 
weights and tests for one day each 
month as they would have been ob- 
tained by cow testing association 
methods and thus calculating the 
yearly production it was found that 
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the association method was accurate 
within 2 per cent on milk production 
and within 3 per cent on production 
of butterfat. 

A tabulation was also made of 100 
yearly individual cow records from 
the department farm at Beltsville, 
Md. These records gave only the™ 
milk production night and morning 
for each day in the year. A yearly 
total, calculated from one day’s rec- 
ord each month, when compared with 
the actual milk production showed an 
accuracy within 1.99 per cent. Thesé 
comparisons indicate that the method 
used in cow testing association work 
gives a very accurate record of pro- 
duction. 





GRANT B. LOW DISPERSING 
HERD

close to 90_Jbs. of milk a day. There 
are 25 daughters of this bull in the 
herd. Later a son of.a 30-lb. 4-yr.-old, 
Aetna Wayne Johanna was used. This 
bull in turn was by a 30-lb. son of 
King of the Pontiacs. The two herd 
sires now in use are Korndyke Fayne 
Butter Boy 23d whose dam has a 
31.76-lb. four-year-old record and a 
30-lb. daughter. The other herd sire 
is the D. W. Robens’ noted sire, King 
Ormsby Idéal from a 25-lb. four-year- 
old daughter of King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale, and a 29-lb. four-year-old. 

The herd of Mr. Low now numbers 
110 head, and he has decided to dis- 
perse the entire milking herd num- 
bering 65 head at his farm on Satur- 
day, September 26th. Practically all 
the cows will be fresh or heavy 
springers. They are exceedingly 
large typey animals, and one of them 
is from a cow who gave 112 Ibs. of 
milk in a day. With this herd will 
be sold the two herd sires mentioned 
above. The herd is tuberculin tested 
—under State and Federal Supervi- 
sion—the last test being clean and 
they will be sold subject to a 60-day 
retest.

The management should be compli- 
mented on their method of taking 
care of the surplus milk of the ex- 
hibitors of dairy cattle. Free space 
in ‘the cattle barn was given to the 
Maanum Mfg. Co. of Minneapolis, a 
leading manufacturer of dairy ma- 
ehinery, for a receiving station, where 


all the milk was delivered, weighed, 
tested for butter fat, cooled by a 
patent machine, put up in sterilized 
ten-gallon cans and picked up each 
day by a distributing company. About 
1,400 Ibs. milk daily passed through 
the receiving station and it was ex- 
pected that the milk checks would be 
ready for the exhibitors the last day 
of the show. We congratulate the 
Fair Board for this innovation and 
also the Maanum company for their 
enterprise in adopting this means of 
giving service to their customers and 
future customers.

“The Purple Cow” was a striking 
publicity stunt put on by the North- 
west Dairy Exposition Committee. In 
an enclosed booth in the gallery of 
cattle barn was placed a “freak” cow, 
royal purple in color, and signs all 
over the grounds urged the crowd to 
be sure to see the purple cow in the 
cattle barn, the eighth wonder of the 
world, admission free. Large crowds 
of people thronged the booth all day 
long every day of the fair. Inside the 
booth was an attendant who called 
attention not only to the cow herself 
but also to the instructive series of 
pictures which lined the booth show- 
ing (1) seven stages in the develop- 
ment of the wrong kind of livestock 
and (2) ditto for the right kind of 
livestock. On emerging from the 
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booth, the spectator was confron 
with the very complete exhibit of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
which many who would otherwise 
have missed it, stopped to study. 
Whether the cow was a genuine freak 
or a hand made article is beside the 
question, but the stunt certainly 
brought a lot of people into the cattle 
barn who would otherwise have spent 
their time elsewhere.

Graded Herd, Young Herd and Dairy Herd. McDonald had 
the first prize produce with his senior champion bull and 
an unplaced two-year-old heifer. Iowana’s Calf Herd took 
first. 

The eight County Herds made a very strong showing, 
Olmsted and Mower counties fighting it out for first place, 
with victory for the former. The first prize herd con- 
sisted of five animals owned by Grahamholm and four 
others in which Dr. Graham owns a part interest, the 
tenth animal being a Calf Club calf.

which silver cups were offered, six exhibitors divided the 
first prizes, Raymondale Farm having the largest number 
with six, followed by Mount Victoria Farms with five, 
a strong testimonial to the quality of these two Quebec 
herds, while Haley & Lee followed with four, D. A.

Reports on Holstein Conditions | 


Recently we published a summary of 
letters received from all sections of the 
country relative to the fall outlook in 
the Holstein industry. Since that re- 
port was prepared a number of addi- 
tional letters have been received, and 
are here printed: 


CONDITIONS IN PACIFIC NORTH- 
WEST 


Replying to your inquiry, would 
state that the outlook for the Hol- 
stein business is somewhat better 
than it has been during the past year. 

Our immediate local demand in this 
vicinity is only fair. The price of 
milk, however, is practically equal to 
the maximum price of last winter 
with prospects for a very satisfactory 
milk market this coming winter. 

‘ Feed has been fairly plentiful and 
the prospects for feed prices are 
quite good for the winter, grain prom- 
ising to be considerably more rea- 
sonable than during the past winter. 

With this condition of the milk 
market, we all hope for a consider- 
ably better local demand for pure- 
bred cattle. Our demand for bulls 
is very satisfactory for real top bulls 
of very good type, backed by good 
production. Our demand for medium- 
priced bulls is fair, excepting for the 
immediate local demand, which has 
been very decidedly cut off by the 
local agitation for high fat milk, 
causing a great many of the dairy- 


men to purchase Guernsey and Jer- 
sey cattle. 

The animals most readily salable 
are high record, good priced bulls and 
very good females. Would state that 
today our inquiries are constantly 
calling for better type, better bred, 
sure reproducing purebreds. In other 
words the purebred business is de- 
cidedly resolving itself into a _busi- 
ness where only superior animals are 
in demand. 

As to the prices being paid, believe 
they are on the upward trend, al- 
though locally, prices are very rea- 
sonable’ today. The recent sale of 
good stuff held by the State Associ- 
ation consisting of good milking ani- 
mals went around $150.00 per animal. 
Another sale of good’ producing cows 
of good medium breeding and, I un- 
derstand, satisfactory type, brought 
$4,000.00 for 30 head. However, be- 
lieve these comparatively low prices 
have been due to a surplus of cattle 
and the fact that the past winter was 
one of the hardest winters local 
dairymen have put in. Believe prices 
will show an improvement during the 
next six months. Grade cows have 
stiffened. a little in price, averaging 
around $100.00 each for good grades. 

At the present time there is very 
little active extension work in this 
state. We have a good State Associ- 
ation that has carried on a number of 
spring meetings that have proven of

What we 
need primarily, I believe, is a better 
appreciation of what purebred Ho). 
steins are by the bulk of the dairy 
farmers. We are not worried partic. 
larly about the outlet for the right 
kind of females, but do need aggig. 
tance in marketing the good purebreq 
bulls that are available in the gey. 
eral herds in this district. 

This market has been the poorest 
this year it has ever been, due, ag | 
said before, to the demand for high 
fat milk and the lack of knowledge 
on the part of the dairy farmer that 
a Guernsey or a Jersey bull will not 
prove a good method of bringing a 
good herd of Holsteins to a high fat 
content basis. This one point needs 
considerable emphasis in our terri- 
tory. 

A second feature that should be 
worked on is to see that the various 
county agents and other farm advis- 
ers are put right on this proposition, 
as I rather feel they have been pre. 
judiced for some of the other breeds 
and have made this prejudice felt in 
some of the good districts in the 
Northwest. 

The third thing we need badly ‘ts 
the same as has been agitated a great 
deal recently and that is, assistance 
in marketing Holstein milk. We are 
doing this here at the farm and it 
is working out satisfactorily, but we 
need this assistance not only for the 
purebred breeders, but for the large 
number of owners of grade Holsteins 
in this territory. I do not feel that 
the extension effort need be particu- 
larly pushed with the breeders who 
are already established. Those that 
were not good cattlemen and quite 
interested in the breed have already 
dispersed, and the breeders remain- 
ing are all good men who know about 
where they are going. Instead, be- 
lieve our extension effort should be 
placed in assisting these breeders in 
disposing of their bulls, particularly 
the reasonably priced bulls that go 
to the grade dairyman, and in push- 
ing the value of Holstein milk as Hol- 
stein milk. 

The prospects for advanced regis- 
tration work are only fair, and I be- 
lieve this is also due to the bad year 
we have just gone into. Think that 
as soon as the breeders have a little 
more time they will be in better finan- 
cial shape and more ready to go 
ahead with further advanced registry 
work. About the only work being 
done is long-time work and then only 
on the very best of animals. 

While the business taken as a 
whole here in the Northwest is not 
as good as it should be, we all feel 
optimistic as to the future, realizing 
that this business is becoming more 
specialized all the time and demand- 
ing more of the breeder, which is 
causing considerable for the average 
man to produce, but feeling that the 
time is coming when these efforts 
will be appreciated and satisfactory 
prices obtained for the right kind of 
purebreds. 

We hope the market will improve 
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go as to return good prices on good 
cattle but all realize that the day of 
the ordinary purebred is past.
